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RESTRICTIONS ON DISSEMINATION OUTSIDE CIA 
OF INFORMATION ORIGINATING IN ANOTHER 


GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT OR AGENCY 


1. Purpose. 


The purpose of this Notice is to bring to the attention of all 
Agency employees basic provisions which relate to what is comn only 
known as the "Third Agency Rule, regarding the disserination of 
inforniation originating in another agency. 


2. Specific Controlling Requirements. 


In the interest of the national security, and pursuant to the 
provisions cited below for protecting intelligence and intelligence 
sources and methods, it is essential that every precaution be taken 
to prevent any leaks or unauthorized disclosures of classified infor- 
mation, especially information originating in another U. 3. Govern- 
ment agency. Accordingly, all employees having access to such 
information in connection with their official duties should take neces-~ 
sary action to insure that its dissemination is controlled in strict 
compliance with the orders and directives below: 


a. Section 7 (c) of Executive Order 19501 of 5 November 
1953 is quoted as follows: 


"Except as otherwise orovidexd by Section 102 of 
the National Security Act of July 26, 1947, Ch. 343, 61 
Stat. 498, ag amended, 56 U. 5. C. Sec. 403, classified 
defense information originating in another departrnent or 
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agency shall not be disseminated cutside the receiving 
department or agency without the consent of the origi- 
nating department or agency." 


b, Section 9(c) of Executive Order 15450, dated 27 
April 1953, provides that: 


‘The reporta anc -ther iavestigative material 
and information developed sy investigations conducted 
purauant to any statute, order, or program deseribed 
in section 7 of this order shall remain the property of 
the investigative agencies conducting the investigations, 
hut may, subject to considerations cf the national secur- 
ity, be retained by the department or agency concerned. 
Such reports and ther investigative material and infor- 
mation shall be raintmined in confidence, and no acces: 
shall be given thereto except, with the consent of the 
investigative agency concerned, to cther departments 
and agencies conducting security programs...
